output tubes, fire up the set, and look for positive voltage at 
the grid of the power tubes, with a VTVM. If there's no volts,

I'd be interested (and I am sure others on the list would too) to know what 
kind of experience list members have with operating temperature of power 
transformers. My 6 BA receivers have widely varying operating temperatures, 
from my 2B (never re-capped and relatively cool) to my S-53 and SX-42 (both 
completely re-capped and quite warm). I am concerned because replacing one 
cap in my HR-10 lowered (as you'd expect for a bad leaker) the temp 
substantially for that radio's transformer. 


How much variation do you see? How is it affected by nearby 5U4's and 6V6's 
(like in the Hallicrafters sets)? Is there a quick way to spot badly leaking 
caps? Is it normal for transformers to be hot to the touch (but not so hot 
you can't continue touching them..)? Enquiring minds....

As Benjamin D. Hall discourses 


This afternoon, I was listening to a peice of BA gear, when I noticed the 
plate of one of the audio tubes (two tubes in class AB push pull) glowing 
red. While muttering several nasty expletives, I quickly shut the power to 
the unit off. 


Now, I know that a glowing red plate is a sign of excess plate dissapation, 
and for non-transmitting tubes, a big problemma. At least that is what I 
was able to find in my references. But, what the heck causes it? The 
volume wasn't up that high, and the output wasn't working hard. The audio 
section is push-pull, and the tubes in that section were never really well 
balanced. So, could the one tube be trying to compensate for the other 
tube, and is working too hard? Maybe a problem in the phase inverter? 
Bias supply is fine, rebuilt the bias supply just a few weeks ago...

Plates glowing in audio amp toobs is "loss of bias" unless you've got 


a short in the tube (which will do "loss of bias" internally). 


Is this the Heath AA-100 amp? I think you mentioned one a while back, 
and I was gonna say "why bother" because it uses 7591's and has design 
flaws. Very prone to gas current thermal runaway. I'ma bit 
reluctant to talk about these as they are not "amateur radio" tube 
equipment, but will mention a couple of "amateur radio" classics. 


Two things in this unit: 

1. Run a shunt between the two screen pins on the 7591's. There is 
not a trace on the ckt board for this, but both screen pins need to be 
connected. 


2. Change the grid leak resistors (connected to the bias supply) from 
470K to 180K. This will lower the fi slightly, but will drain off gas 
current in the grid ckt. 


The above two are "proper design" parameters for 7591 from the 
Sylvania data sheets for the toob. 


Another mod for these amps is to change the voltage divider in the 
bias circuit to increase the bias (push toward class B). -21 volts is 
a good number. 


When dealing with 60's toob hi fi, you're often dealing with marginal 
designs that were pushed within an inch of their life, and don't have 
much room for error or component degradation. This is different from 
the audio circuits in an SX-28 S-36 Hallicrafters set, which are 
really beautiful and classic designs around 6V6's (probably the most 
versatile toob in the RCA beam tetrode series) running high-A class 
AB. If designs like these, which were used in high-end floor consoles 
of the 40s and early 50s, were extrapolated, they'd have been designed 
around 807's or 6146's, not 6L6's-on-steroids smaller toobs.
